OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


THE CONSOLIDATED LINSEED OIL 
CO. OF THE WEST. 

In our correspondence column we 
publish a letter from a jobber of linseed 
oil, complaining of the methods of the 
Consolidated Oil Co. of the West. Ac- 
companying this letter are several others 
from jobbers at different points ad- 
dressed to the writer of the one we pub- 
lish, which are submitted to the editor 
of this journal as indicating the temper 
of the Western jobbers toward the 
crushers’ combination, but are not in- 
tended for publication. Some of these 
communications are intemperate in 
their utterances, though the treatment 


| of which they complain is certainly cal 


culated to raise the ire of any self- 
respecting merchant. We have repeat 
edly sustained the purposes for which 
the Consolidated Oil Co. of the West 
was crganized, and from that position 
we do not now for a moment recede. 
We cannot, however, endorse all of the 
methods by which these purposes are 
carried out. In the first place, to say 
that a dealer should not buy oil except 
of a member of the combination, is 
making rules rather more stringent 
than is consistent with fair mercantile 
usage. There are crushers out of the 
combination whose brands are wanted 
by the trade, and thata jobber should 
not be allowed to supply this demand, 
whether it be largeor small, without 
forfeiting his rebate upon his purchases 
from the Consolidated Co., is manifestly 
unjust. It cannot be urged that this is 
a necessary form of protection against 
undue outside competition. So long as 
the consolidated crushers can control 
the price in their own territory,at which 
dealers sell, they are sufficiently pro- 
tected without calling into question the 
source from which the oil was purchased, 
orthe price paid. This principle is 
followed by the White Lead Association, 
and constitutes an essential difference 
between the two organizations. We do 
not discover, however, that the corrod- 
ers’ organization is the weaker for 
recognizing that merchants have some 
rights which manufacturers are bound 
to respect. Another objectionable fea- 
ture of the Oil Co.’s methods is the oath 
which it requires customers to make be- 
fore it pays them their rebates. This sort 
of thing is distasteful to most mer- 
chants, who recognize the right of no 
tribunal, except a legal one, to admin- 
ister or require oaths. Moreover, the 
strength of the Consolidated Oil Co. 
does not warrant the officers of that or- 
ganization in treating its customers 
with any less courtesy than one mer. 
chant is expected to show toward an- 
other. The Consolidated Linseed Oil 
Co. of the West is an organization pos- 


sessing too many good _ features 
and is of too much benefit to 
the trade, to have its use- 


fulness impaired or its influence les- 
sened by such abuses as are justly com- 
plained of by our correspondent and 
other Western jobbers.

This information was probably sup- 
pressed for speculative purposes, under 
a Treasury order framed and enforced 
for the benefit of speculators, smugglers 
and importers of illicit goods. The 
clearances by the “C. B. Paine,” of 
goods in our line, will be found in our 
list of exports, in spite of the suppres - 


sion.

The $tandard Oil Company is now re- 
ceiving 16,000 tons of hoop iron from Eng- 
land, cut in suitable lengths and punched 
ready for riveting. The price was $20 a 
ton less than ruling prices, making a saving 
of $320,000'to the company. Of the whole 
amount 6000 tons goes to the Acme Barrel 
Works of Titusville. 


DYES FROM CAMPHOR. 

Some weeks ago we announced ina 
brief item the production by Dr. W. H. 
Gregg, of Elmira, N. Y., of a dyestuff 
from camphor. Since that time we 
have been favored with samples of the 
dye and its work, and also such facts as 
the inventor has deemed it prudent, or 
isable to make public. It would ap- 
pear from Dr. Gregg’s letters that the 
separation of this dyestuff, which he 
calls “Laureline,’”’ has occupied his at- 
tention for some years, but has been 
carried on as a sort of side issue to more 
important professidnal work, and that 
while he has accomplished his main 
purpose, he is still in ignorance himself 
as to its full capabilities. The only 
color that he has been able, thus far, to 
produce, is yellow in a variety of shades, 
but he is engaged upon modifications by 
which he hopes soon to produce a scar- 
let or carmine. The main feature of 
the new dyestuff, aside from the novelty 
of its origin, isthe brilliancy and pe- 
culiar fastness of its colors. We have 
seen samples upon linen, cotton and 
silk, which show no appreciable differ- 
ence in density or brillianey, and which 
are entirely unaffected by any 
of the ordinary tests to which they 
would be subjected. Boiling for hours 
in a strong soap solution, barely 
turned the shade of a cotton sample. 
The inventor states that the color re- 
mains good even after the fibre has been 
destroyed by acid. The cost of the new 
dyestuff he has scarcely been able to 
determine as yet, its production having 
been on so small a scale, but from 
what facts he has it promises to be one 
of the least costly and most permanent 
and easily manipulated coloring mate- 
rials known. His further investiga- 
tions will be watched with much in- 
terest, and scientific people, as well as 
those who are interested only in the 
practical features of dyestuffs, will be 
glad to learn more of the nature of this 
dye.

THE COTTONSEED OIL “CALL.” 

The revival of the cottonseed oil call 
at the Produce Exchange this Winter, 
after a suspension of several months, 
indicates that there really exists a want 
for this channel of disposing of goods 
though its operation may not be entire- 
ly satisfactory and the business under 
it on not so large a scale as the import- 
ance of the tradereally merits. It must 
be admitted that New York does not 
to-day held the controlling influence in 
the cottonseed oil trade that she did a 
few years ago. This isdue to causes 
which are entirely natural, though they 
may not be wholly irremediable. When 
the production of cotton oil first as- 
sumed proportions of any considerable 
magnitude, an outlet for it was sought 
through New York, as the commercial 
centre through which any product may 
be readily marketed. With the subse- 
quent growth of the business‘and the 
increase of commercial facilities at the 
South, an effort has been made there to 
create a direct outlet for this essentially 
Southern product, the bulk of which 
finds sale for export. There being ob- 
vious advantage in direct shipment 
from some of the Southern ports, nota- 
bly New Orleans, the exports from that 
port have steadily increased, the oil be- 
ing drawn chiefly from the Mississippi 
Valley and the Texas mills, which from 
their geographical location find a natu- 
ral outlet at that port. Since the growth 
in the production has been mainly with 
those mills,a larger proportion of the 
yearly increase in this trade has gone to 
New Orleans rather than to New York} 
Still this market has_ retained 
a large traffic in cotton oil, 
chiefly because of the commercial and 
financial facilities which always 
exist here for selling and shipping any 
commodity. Much of the oil going to 
ports not reached by the regular trans- 
atlantic lines has to go from New York 
as the only place where ships are likely 
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to be up for such ports otherwise the 
shipments from here, to _ points 
which could bereached from some direct 
Southern port, are either of oil drawn 


here by the abundance of capital or 
from mills which find this their most 
convenient outlet There are not many 
of the latter, yet this. port has such ad- 
vantages in a constant supply of freig!it 
room and unlimited financial abilities 
as should make it a most desirable mar- 
ket for cottonseed oil operations at all 
times. And it needs only the additional 
facilities of a ‘‘call’? arranged so as to 
admit of the transaction of busintss 
with the same degree of surety that 
contracts are made under the ‘“‘call”’ on 
cotton or any other staple, to greatly 
extend the operations here, of producers 
and shippers. The dealings in spot cot- 
ton on spinner's account in this market 
are of trivial importance, but the con- 
tract business transacted under the 
“call’’ is not only of great magnitude, 
but is made available by producers, ope- 
rators and consumers. The feature of 
the cottonseed oil ‘‘call’? which has 
tended to make it unpopular has been 
the uncertainty respecting the settle- 
ment of the grade of oil at the time of 
delivery. But one quality has been re- 
cognized as deliverable, and oil falling 
below that standard has’ been 
left to the mercies of buyers as 
condemned. That much oil has been 
sacrificed under this rule is unquestion- 
ed, and producers have been inclined, in 
consequence, to avoid this market in all 
cases when there could be the slightest 
question as to the quality of their goods, 
even though they would, for other rea- 
sons, have sought this outlet for their 
oil. It is suggested that this evil could 
be avoided by making two grades of oil, 
say prime and second quality, the latter 
to include all oil not up to the require- 
ments of “‘prime,’’ and yet not unmer- 
chantable, and either grade should con- 
stitute a good delivery. Sales, however, 
to be made upon the basis of prime, and 
the settlement of contracts upon that 
basis also, the price of the second qual- 
ity to be fixed by rule at so many cents 
below that of prime, the same as, 10 the 
cotton market, all transactions are bas- 
ed upon the price of middling uplands. 
There would be some difficulty, perhaps, 
in making sales to exporters under such 
rules, as they will only accept strictly 
prime oil, and of course would not buy 
under any rules which might compell 
them to accept a second grade even at 
a less price. This would also prevent 
dealers from covering sales to exporters 
by purchases under the call, but it is 
possible that this difficulty could be 
overcome by arule permitting private 
sales on the basis of call prices, but 
which might epecify a particular grade 
and could only be settled by the deliv- 
ery of that grade. This would certainly 
make producers more willing to sell in 
this market for the reason that their 
reyected oil would still have a place, 
even though they were compelled 
to pay damages for the  settle- 
ment of their private contracts. 
Under such circumstances, a producer 
could, under favorable conditions of the 
market, sell against his production for 
forward delivery, with the assurance 
that, whatever quality his crop might 
turn out, delivery might be made at an 
established price. If his oil possessed 
the qualities required for a prime grade, 
it would be delivered as such, if it fell 
below that grade, he could still deliver 
it in settlement of his contract, but at 
the price fixed on second quality oil, 
say two or three cents below prime. 
Under such conditions, there would be 
every inducement for heavy operations 
in cotton oil here, and the ‘call’ would 
soon command the attention of financial 
men to an extent which the magnitude 
of the business warrants, but which it 
has,never enjoyed to a degree compara- 
ble with other staple products. The 
cottonseed oil business is among the 





growing industries of the“country, and 
while New Orleans and the other 
Southern ports are likely to remain the 
chief outlets for the regular export 
trade, the producers require such facili- 
ties for taking care of their surplus at 
times when there is no regular foreign 
demand, as are only afforded by this 
market. The advantages to the entire 
industry which would result from put- 
ting it upon a basis where it can com 
mand the capital which is always avai!- 
able here, can readily be seen. That 
our Southern friends would gladly see 
the trade put into this position, we fully 
believe, and its advantages to operators 
here is obvious.

LUMINOUS PAINT. 

The attention which is being given 
abroad to the luminous paint, shows 
that it is practically adapted to some 
purposes nct indicated in brief notice 
which we published a few weeks ago. 
As stated at that time, the application 
of this paint to buoysis of very doubt 
ful utility, indeed, we should say entire- 
ly impracticable, since it is only ren- 
dered luminous by exposure to Dright 
sun light, or equally penetrating artifi- 
cial rays, and after a cloudy day, ata 
time when it would be most requisite, 
it would be as invisible as any other 
buoy There are other uses, to which 
its application seems entirely practica- 
ble, and possibly of great value. The 
paint in question is the invention of Mr. 
W.H. Balmain, an English chemist,and 
is the result of a series of experiments 
extending over forty years. It is known 
that there are certain earths, such as 
the sulphides of lime and baryta, and 
some sorts of sea shell, which, on being 
exposed to the light for a tim, become 
luminous in the dark, and aparently 
give out again the light which they 
have absorbed. Mr. Balmain’s idea was 
to compound a paint of these substances 
which could be applied to‘the windows of 
rooms, the walls of streets, buoys, no- 
tices, clock faces, and a thousand other 
articles which require to be seen in the 
dark, so as to render them self-lumin- 
ous. Owing, however, to the health of 
the inventor breaking down, no practi- 
cal issues came of hisinvention until 
quite recently, when it was taken up in 
a spirited fashion by a stock company. 
The exact nature of the luminous in- 
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gredient of the paint is kept a secret, 
but it is said to be wholly extracted 
from the common chalk of our cliffs. 
Probably it is the sulphide of calcium, 
and is prepared by mixing lime and sul- 
phur in certain proportions. The paint 
can be made with oil or other transpa- 
rent liquid, according to the purpose for 
which it is designed. The physical na- 
ture of the storing process appears to be 
that the waves of light breaking upon 
the molecules of the sensitive salt start 
them into vibration, and this vibration 
continuing long after the motive light 
is withdrawn, sets up a succession of 
ether waves whivh affect the eye as 
light,much'in the same way as the blow 
of a bell clapper gives rise to waves of 
sound. A sensitive surface of the paint 
exposed to day light, or the more pow- 
erful beams of the magnesium wire or 
electric arc ‘for a sufficient length of 
time, will continue to emit light for 
four or tive hours after. Of course the 
“stored” light grows fainter as the time 
grows longer. Much interest has been 
excited in the product, and many ap- 
plications of it are proposed. Clocks 
with dials rendered self-luminous in 
this way have been some time since in- 
troduced by another maker from France 
but we understand that a royalty is 
paid on these to the proprietors of the 
English patent. The Lords of the Ad- 
miralty have been making experiments 
with‘it in’a darkened room at Whitehall 
and have expressed; themselves in favor 
of it for lighting up the compartments 
of ironclads,“or for the powder maga- 
zines; and two compartments of H. M. 
S Comus have been ordered to be paint- 
ed with it. For life belts and buoys, it 
will of course bean acquisition in ren- 
dering them visible by night. A lantern 
capable of enabling a person to read or 
work in the,dark can be made by fram- 
ing a few square feet of painted surface; 
and the superintendent of the West 
India Docks has ordered lanterns for 
use intheir dangerous spirit vaults. 
The virtues of these lanterns in explo- 
sive mines, petroleum stores, and cel- 
lars, are to obvious to be dwelt upon. 
An effort is making to secure the right 
forthe use of this paint for scenic 
effects, by a London theatrical manager 
anditcan be readily understood that 
its application to such purposes would 


yield some highly effective results.

CAN PLATE GLASS BE PROFITABLY 
MADE IN AMERICA, 


In our last issue we published a speci- 


men of the buncompe indulged in by 
some of our Western contemporaries in 
relation to the condition of domestic 
plate glass manufacturers, in their ap- 
peal for a continuation of protective 
duties upon that commodity. Side by 
side with that article almost, was the 
fact that the Ford Plate Glass Works, 
of Jeffersonville, Ind., had failed with 
ruinous losses to their stockholders. 
This announcement raises the question 
whether the manufacture of plate glass 
can be carried on in this country profi- 
tably. Certainly, up to this time, there 
has been little profit realized upon the 
amount of capital invested. It is 
true that the investments repre- 
sent, to a large extent, experi- 
ments which, as beginners in the 
business, American manufacturers were 
forced to make, but it does not appear 
that their more mature operations have 
yielded any considerable amount of pro- 
fit or shown results which promise en- 
couragingly for the future. The duty 
upon foreign glass is a specific one, 
equivalent to about 125 per cent ad val- 
orem, a degree of protection which few 
other industries enjoy, and under which 
this one should prosper if it is possible 
to carry it on profitably under any con- 
ditions. Where any domestic industry 
thrives under a protective tariff, it may 
reasonably ask for a continuation of 
that tariff, and the mass of cons mers 
is not inclined, we believe, to gr mble 


at the burden of the tax, provided they 
recognize in it the fostering element of 
a branch of trade the develope- 
ment of which is to be of 
some material benefit to the coun- 
try. But when, in the face of such 
a bonus, the domestic manufacturer not 
only does not grow but rather declines 
in importance, it may fairly be assumed 
that the duty isa tax upon consumers 
for which they are not receiving the 
least return. Other branches of glass 
manufacture have grown here, under 
much smaller protection, and have 
brought their products to a degree of 
perfection fully equal to the foreign 
makes, and such thrift deserves all the 
encouragement that the government 
may, in reason, grant. But for 
an industry which makes no 
more progress than that gained by the 
manufacturers of plate glass in this 
country, to ask that its excessive rate of 
protection be continued, is a demand to 
which, we imagine, most consumers of 
that commodity will not willingly ac- 
cede, and agaiust which legislation may 
properly be asked. 
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OBLTUARY. 
J. J. POWERS 

A press despatch from Philadelphia 
on Thursday announced the death at 
the Continental Hotel in that city of 
Mr. J. J. Powers, of St. Louis. The 
cause of his death was siid to be a 
pistol shot from his own hand, but 
whether by intent or accident the 
circumstances did not clearly indicate. 
A coroner’s jury, however, subse- 
quently brought in a verdict of ‘‘ac- 
cidental shooting while loading a 
revolver,” an opinion in which all of 
the deceased gentleman’s friends will 
readily concur. Mr. Powers had been 
in Philadelphia for some] days, under 
the treatment of an eminent physician 
there for insomnia, but it is said that 
his mind was wholly unaffected and 
there was no apparent reason for 
suicide, a fact which strengthens the 
belief that his shooting was accidental. 
Mr. Vowers was one of the largest 
wanufacturers,of cottonseed oil at the 
South, having begun the business 
about 1867 by starting the Vicksburg 
Mills. A few years later he started 
the Future City Mills at St. Louis and 
had since conducted both mills with 
much success. He is estimated to 
have been worth nearly half a million 
dollars, the result of his prudent and 
enterprising management. Mr. Powers 
was forty-eight years of age, and of 
high social connections.

We notice the remarks of your 
Boston correspondent, concerning our 
Ruboide Vermilion, and write to cor- 
rect one or two errors into which he 
has fallen. ‘This combination was in- 
vented by us—not quite recently—but 
several years ago, and has gradually 
won its way to an established position 
upon its own merits, and in spite of 
predictions that it would speedily fade 
out and fail to give satisfaction. It 
not only replaces the far more expen- 
sive quicksilver vermilion for many 
purposes. but on account of its fire 
and briliiancy it can produce effects 
which cannot by any possibility be 
obtained \from the mercurial pre- 
paration. Neither does it ever 
blacken or turn dark like the 
latter. Itssuccess has been such that, 
to supply the demand, almost all 
the leading color manufacturers have 
been compelled to produce a sjmilar 
article. Hence the number of curious- 
ly named verwilions which have lately 
appeared in the market. 

In regard to the fading out of some 
of these vermilions, this may be due 
to the poor quality of the materials 
used in their manufacture, or to want 
of care in the application of the pig- 


ment, Our extended experience con- 
vinces us that if made in the proper 
manner and with first class mater‘als, 
such a vermilion will last well. We 
have had our cast painted 18 months 
ago with our Ruboide and the color 
is still in good condition, despite the 
exposure to sunshine and storm dur- 
ing the interval; and we have abund- 
ant testimony from our customers as 
to similar good results obtained by 
them in this respect. When it is to be 
thus used for outside work. it should 
of course be mixed with the best qual- 
ity of oil, and additional security will 
be obtained, if it be protected with a 
ceating of good varnish.

It ap- 
pears that at times when the dealers apply 
to the agents of the Consolidated Oil Co. to 
purchase oil, they are refused or put off 
with some trivial excuse or, what is worse, 
an insolent refusal, and asthe price was 
generally or always advanced immediately 
thereafter, the opportunity of a profit from 
advances was lost. 

As is well known by your readers th 
Consolidated Co. dictate to the trade 
what price they are to sell their oil, besides 
stipulate the terms,allowing no discount for 
cash, &c, and at the expiration of 6 months 
where dealers demand their rebates, an 
oath is exacted that all the rules proscribed 
have been carried out to the letter. To 
this oath many of them object. 

Whatever pecuniary benefits may result 
from combinations of this kind, it is evi- 
dent that many serious cbjections can be 
urged against them, and if they are to last 
any length of time great caution and cir- 
cumspection must needs be exercised. At 
the time this organtzation was formed lin-. 
seed oil ranged at very low prices. They 
have by degrees forced the prices up to the 
present figures, and thus have given part 
of the benefit resulting therefrom to the 
dealers, but when they undertake to say we 
will not sell you now, but will do so later 
on, they undertake what they have no mor- 
al or legal rights to do, as they have taken 
away the opportunity from the purchaser 
to buy elsewhere; in fact, they decree ‘‘you 
shall not buy elsewhere.” As above stated, 
great caution is necessary, for whatever 
power the crushers in the West may wield 
at the prerent time, it will be of short dura- 
tion if their customers are not satisfied 
with it. Already we hear of one wealthy 
concern contemplating erecting alarge mill, 
and what is still more serious, efforts are 
being made to abolish the duty on linseed 
oil.

IMPROVED COLORS FROM DIAZO-BEN- 
ZOLE, ETC. 

This invention relates to a coloring 
matter which is produced by the ac- 
tion of diazo-bexszole nitrate on an 
alkaline solution of pyrogallol. In 
carrying it out the inventor takes 
pyrogallol and dissolves in water, to 
which is added a few drops of potash 
hydrate, so as to render the solution 
alkaline. ‘To this solution is added an 
aqueous solution of diazo-benzole ni- 
trate. The proportions used are 
about as follows: Pyrogallol, ten 
ounces; water, one hundred ounces; 
diazo-benzole nitrate, one ounce; wa- 
ter, one hundred ounces. Immediate- 
ly a brick-red preeipitate is formed, 
the bulk of which increases on stand- 
ing. The precipitate‘is collected ona 
filter apd left to dry. It is then treated 
with glacial acetic acid, which dis- 
solves the same readily. On standing 
for a while fine red-brown crystals are 
formed, which are purified by recrys- 
tallization, and compose the new col- 
oring matter. This coloring matter 
dyes silk a sort of yellow-brown color, 
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and wool, with a tannic acid mordant,

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Progress of industrial Chemistry 
BY J. W. MALLET IN SCI. AMER. 
[Continued from Page 188.] 

Ammonia—For several years past 
there has been large increase in de- 
mand not only for ammonium sul- 
phate, but for caustic ammonia, grow 
ing out of the extending use of Carre’s 
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ice machines, the advance in refined 
chemical manufactures, as of organic 
dyestuffs, etc,, and lately the intro- 
duction of the ammonia process for 
soda manufacture, 

The staple, almost the only mate- 
rial used for obtaining ammonia, is 
still gas liquor, and the method of 
treating it has not recently undergone 
any very great change. Direct satu- 
ration of the liquor by an acid was 
long since given up. and distillation 
of the crude liquor, to which lime is 
added, usually by means of high- 
pressure steam, with or without the 
aid of air blown through the liquid, 
is practically alwas resorted to, the 
ammonia driven out being condensed 
in acid contained in a separate vessel, 
and for the most part so manufactured 
into sulphate; while for the produc- 
tion of caustic ammonia the gas, de- 
rived either from decomposition of a 
previously prepared ammoniacal salt 
or directly from the crude ammoniacal 
liquor, is carried into water in con- 
densers presenting adequate surface, 
There have been anumber of improve- 
ments in the details of the distilling 
and condensing apparatus, of which 
the most noteworthy involve the prin- 
ciple of so-called dephlegmation. A 
good example may be found in Sol- 
vay’s recently invented form of appa- 
ratus for concentrating the ammoniac- 
al liquor of the gas works, 


Dr. Frank has not long since sug- 
gested the desirability of saving both 
the ammonia and the tar, which are 
at present lost upon a very large scale 
in the working of coke ovens; but, 
while admitting the magnitude of the 
loss now suffered and the importance 
of finding means for preventing it, 
the fact should not be overlooked that 
in all of the processes of destructive 
distillation carried out on the large 
scale, it has been found very difficult 
to secure the best results at the same 
time as to the fixed and the volatile 
products, preserving meanwhile reas- 
onable economy as to the form of ap- 
paratus, simplicity in the method, and 
amount of labor and time ‘consumed. 

The great problem of making am- 
monia synthetically from atmospheric 
nitrogen remains apparently as far as 
ever from an industrially avai'able 
solution, but numerous attempts at 
such contiue to appear in the form of 
an annually increasing number of 
patents, 


Nitre.-An important addition to 
our knowledge on the much examined 
bui still obscure subject of nitrifica- 
tion has lately been made by the re- 
searches of Mueller, Schloesing, 
Muentz, Warington, and Storer, in 
reference to the influence of a living 
ferment in producing this peculiar 
form of chemical change in nitrogene- 
ous material. At the same time new 
observations have been made upon 
the range of temperature within 
which nitrification takes place, upon 
the unfavorable influence of light. the 
importance of the presence of calcium 
carbonate or equivalent basic materi- 
al, the circumstances under which a 
nitrite rather than a nitrate is pro- 
duced, etc. ‘hese observations and 
experimental results will undoubtedly 
admit of useful application whenever 
the manufacture of nitrein the socalled 
“beds” has to be resorted to. Some 
of the facts recorded by Warington in 
regard tothe influence of light and 
temperature are quite in accord with 
results afforded ona largerscale by 
nitre beds established in the Southern 
States during the war of 1861-65. The 
manufacture of ordinary nitre from 
Chilian sodium nitrate, begun in Ger.. 
many on a larger scale for the supply 
ef Russia during the Crimean war, 
has becontfe an established -industry, 
the saline residue from the vinasse of 
beet root molasses distillation and the 
potassium chloride from $ Stassfurt 
carnalite being in turn used as the 
source of the potassium—the latter 
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much the more extensively at present. 
To no small extent has this process 
permittéd the purchase of Indian 
saltpetre to be dispensed with, prac- 
tically removing it from the market 
of several countries of Continental 
Kurope. 

Potassium chloride. — Ona of the 
greatest of new industries based upon 
the sa’ine products is certainly the 
manufacture of thiscompound from 
the great beds of carnillite. crude syl- 
vine, ete . overlying the rcck salt of 
Stassfurt and Kalucz. The process is 
essentiallythe simple repetition of crys- 
tallizations from solutions in which the 
double salts of magnesium and potas- 
sium are broken up, but in its details 
the method involves nice attention to 
the varying character of the crude 
saline mass treated, to the strength 
of the solutions at various stages, to 
the temperature, and to the time per- 
mitted for crystallization. In the 
regulation of temperature, steam 
jackets to the pans and coils of steam 
pipe furnish most useful aid, as they 
do in a hostof other processes of 
modern chemical industry. Much 
judgment has, moreover, been shown 
in determining the extent to which 
the process of purification may be 
profitably carried iu order to supply 
the different demands of chemical 
manufacture and of agriculture. 


Potassfum sulphate.—This salt is 
also obtained from the material fur- 
nished by the Stassfurt beds, and on 
amuch larger scale than was practi- 
cable before the discovery of these 
valuable sources of supply. It has 
been made by the action of sulphuric 
acid upon potassium chloride, in de- 
cow posing pans like those used in the 
first stage of the Leblanc soda process, 
and turning out a product analogous 
to the common,“salt cake,” but toa 
much larger extent from the potass 
ium chloride of carnallite by double 
decomposition with the magnesium 
sulphate occurring in adjoining beds 
as kieserite, or obtainable by the ac- 
tion of wateron kainite from other 
portions of the same remarkable series 
of deposits. 

It isnot yet twenty years since these 
potassium salts were but sparingly 
obtained by products from the evapo- 
ration of sea water and from kelp 
working. They now represent of 
themselves important branches of in- 
dustry, and have served to give new 
vigor to all manufactures in which po- 
tassium compounds are necessary ma- 
terials. 

Potassium Chlorate.—The produc 
tion of this salt has acquired increased 
importance from its fastextending use 
in calico printing and in medicine, as 
well as in pyrotechny and the making 
of some kinds of friction matches. The 
only method of producing it, by pass- 
ing chlorine into a hot solution of po- 
tassium carbonate, has become quite 
obsolete, and is replaced by the action 
of chlorine upon milk of lime, followed 
by conversion of calcium chlorate into 
the corresponding potassium salt by 
means of potassium chloride, thus 
avoiding the measurable waste of po- 
tassium by conversion of a dearer into 
a cheaper salt (carbonate into chloride) 
to the extent of five-sixthsof the whole 
amount used, and rendering the pro- 
cess at the same time more manage- 
able and well defined. It is interest- 
ing to observe that the use of lime was 
first suggested (though not quite in 
the way afterwards proposed by Lie- 
big and new practiced) by Graham, 
whose name we are much more accus- 
tomed to associate with researches in 
pure chemistry and physics than with 
technical improvemenis, though for 
the importance of the latter he seems 
ever to‘have had a lively interest. 

Potassium pyro-chromate.—For this 
there is also increased demand owing 
to extended and varied use, chiefly in 
dyeing (logwood black, etc.). prepara- 
tion of pigments for painters’ use, and 
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for pigment printing (with chrome 
yellow, vert Guignet. etc.), and as an 
oxidizing agent New sources of sup- 
ply of the raw material for its manu- 
facture, chromite, have been opened 
in various directions, including locali- 
ties in Australia, New Zealand, and 
New Caledonia. ‘The chromite of 
western North Carolina does not seem 
to be yet worked, probably on account 
of defective means of transportation. 
The use of lime in the roasting of the 
ore, replacing in part, or sometimes 
altogether, the potash or more expen- 
sive niter formerly used, proves of 
much advautage by preventing clear 
fusion of the alkaline material with 
subsidence of the heavy ore out of 
reach of atmospheric oxygen, while 
potassium sulphate affords the means 
of converting the calcium salt formed 
into one of potassium. 

Potassium ferro-cyanide.--The his- 
tory of this salt for some years past 
has been one of declining preduction 
for more direct use in developing 
dyers’ and calico printers’ colors, Prus- 
sian blue having been in large meas- 
ure replaced by the coal tar colors and 
ultramarine; but, on the other hand, 
of increased covsumption in making 
potassium cyanide for the purposes of 
the electro-plater and photographer 
The immense loss of nitrogen. at least 
75 per cent of that contained in the 
animal matter used, and no small loss 
of potash, leave this manufacture in 
the list of those still much needing 
improvement. The main conditions 
for diminishing the waste of organic 
nitrogen being a high temperature, 
thorough exclusion of air, and rapid 
heating up of the solid materials in- 
troduced into the furnace, it would 
seew worth trial whether advantage 
would not be derived from a mechani- 
cally regulated feed of very small 
charges rapidly following each other 
into a Siemens furnace with non-oxi- 
dizing atmosphere. This salt has 
within the last few years come to be a 
minor secondary product ot the Le- 
blanc process as applied to making 
potassium carbonate from the Stass- 
furt chloride. Recent patents for the 
manufacture of potassium ferro-cyan- 
ide from ammonium sulpho-cyanate 
of gas liquor, or from the same salt 
made by theaction of ammonia on 
carbon disulphide, seem to be still in 
the experimental stage only. 

Potassium cyanide.—The manufac- 
ture of thisnow largely used com- 
pound presents nothing specially new 
since Liebig’s process—fusion together 
of potassium ferro cyanide and car. 
bonate—came generally into use, save 
that soda is often added,and soa 
mixed product of potassium and sgo- 
dium cyanides is obtained. No eco- 
nomically successsul process has yet 
been secured for making this or other 
cyanides from atmospheric nitrogen, 
in spite of the numerous attempts at 
producing such a result. 

Sodium chloride.—With ever in- 
creasing consumption of common salt, 
there is little to note of recent im- 
portant changes in the methods of 
preparation. In working the mother 
liquors from the Mediterranean ‘‘salt 
gardens,” the necessity for great stor- 
age reservoirs, in which to keep the 
concentrated solution over until it 
may be crystallized in the cold weather 
of winter, has been obviated by the 
introduction of machinery for the 
production of artificial cold; but the 
importance of working these mother 
liquors has been much diminished by 
the products having now to compete 
with those from the Stassfurt deposits, 

Sodium nitrate—The very simple 
process of solution and crystallization 
by which the ‘Chili saltpetre” of 
South America is obtained admits of 
little modification, but the work has 
been systematized of late years and 
carried out with improved mechanical 
arrangements and upona much larger 
scale than formerly, co asto provide 


for the greatly increased demand both 
for agricultural and manufacturing 
use. 

Sodium sulphate.—The most inter- 
esting advance in the manufacture of 
this salt,so largely in demand for 
modern glass making, has been its 
production by ths mutual decomposi- 
tion of common salt and kierserite 
(magnesium sulphate), both furnished 
by the Stassfurt beds. ‘he purity of 
the product gives it the advantage 
over ordinary ‘'salt cake” for the glass 
manufacture. 

Borax.—Greatly increased produe- 
tion is chiefly to be noted, due mainly 
to the discovery of new sources of sup- 
ply of the raw material, partly the 
boro-natro-caleite (‘tiza”’) of south 
America and the boracite of Stassfurt, 
but much more the great quantities 
of crude borax and “‘tiza” of California 
and Nevada. Extending use of the 
salt is observable chiefly in the manu- 
facture of pottery and in connection 
with washing, but this is hardly in 
proportion to the greatly increased 
abundance and lower price. 

Ammonium chloride.—She recent 
proposal of Gerlach deserves attention 
—namely, to work the ‘ammonia 
soda” process with a view to producing 
sal ammoniac, making the sodium 
carbonate obtained a secondary pro- 
duct only. and not regenerating the 
ammonia. To this end gas liquor, or 
that from bone black works, is to be 
simply distilled—best in some such 
apparatus as that of Solvay—the con- 
centrated distillate mixed with brine 
and treated with carbon dioxide gas 
under pressure, the precipitated acid 
carbonate of sodium removed, some 
ammonium carbonate recovered from 
the residual solution by distillation, 
and ammonium chloride then crystal- 
lized out, separating it from remain- 
ing common salt. A similar process is 
proposed for making ammonium sul- 
phate and nitrate. It may be worth 
noticing in relation to these salts, for 
which the demand is constantly in- 
creasing, that enornious waste of am- 
moniacal liquor prevails, or did but a 
few years back, at most of the gas 
works of the United States, 

Caleium Chloride.—Attention has 
already been drawn to the great im- 
portance of devising a workable pro- 
cess for economically making from 
this sali and from the corresponding 
magnesium compound hydrochloric 
acid or free chlorine. To the list of 
many other industries which tend to 
turn out more and more calcium chlo- 
ride as a waste product may be added 
salt boiling in certain regions, as in 
Ohio, where the mother liquors are 
loaded with it. 

Magnesium Sulphate—The various 
methods formerly depended upon for 
the production of this salt have lost 
interest in view of the immense masses 
of kieserite found in the upper por- 
tion of the Stassfurt beds, thie re- 
quiring only somewhat prolonged 
treatment with water to get it into 
solution, and subsequent crystalliza- 
tion. Although used for a larger num- 
ber of purposes than heretofore, in- 
cluding sundry applications requiring 
a cheap soluble sulphate, the price is 
very low and the available supply in 
excess of the demand.

Foreign Patents. 

The following are abbreviated spec- 
ifications of recent English patents, 
relating to chemical and pharmaceu- 
tical preparationc: 

SPLINTS FOR SURGICAL PURPOSES, 

Supposing splints are required for 
a broken leg, the surgeon will trace 
on opposite sides of a plaster model of 
the limb the form of splint required 
to embrace the injured part. Casts 
iniron are made of such parts, and 
form matrices into which molten lead 
is povred, and when cool form suitable 
counter dies. Thin zine plates are 
then pressed in these metal molds and 
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form the splints of the required shape, 
PRODUCTION OF SULPHUR. 

This consists in recovering su!phur 
from substances, such as spent oxide 
and other materials containing free 
sulphur, by treating the same with 
superheated steam, conducting the 
currents of mixed steam and vapors 
into chambers or vessels where the 
currents impinge against diaphragms 
cr other obstacles. and thereby made 
to deposit sulphur. 

MEDICINAL RHUBARB. 

This relates to treating rhubarb 
with such solvents as have the power 
of dissolving the oily matters upon 
which the odor of rhubarb mainly de 
pends, and upon which the taste par- 
tially depends, but which are not of 
medicinal value, 

OBTAINING SODA AND POTASH. 

In one process 1C0 lbs magnesium 
sulphate andjabout 974g lbs sodium 
chloride are mixed and dried so as to 
be porous. and are heated in a retort 
to about 700 deg. Fahr. Steam is then 
passed through the mixture, and caus- 
es hydrochioric acid to be driven off, 
which may be collected and utilized 
the result of the reaction being sodium 
or potassium sulphate, Several pro- 
cesses are described in which salts of 
magnesia and silica are employed to 
obtain soda and potash and their 
salts; also sulphuric acid and chlorine. 
MANUFACTURE OF SULPHOCYANIDES 

AND FERROCYANIDES. 

This relates to improvements on a 
patent and consists in causing a reac- 
tion of sulphuret of carbon and an 
ammoniacal solution to take place in 
a heated receiver, in which will be 
formed a cyanide of ammonia, which 
should afterwards be treated with 
lime iti order to transform it into sul- 
phocyanide of lime and to regenerate 
the ammonia. ‘The sulphocyanide of 
lime serves as an intermediary for pre 
paring all the other sulphocyanides,

Composition’ of Some Volatile Oils. 
BY BRUYLANTS. 

Oil of marjoram, obtained by distil- 
ling the flowery tops ef Origanum Mar- 
jorana in a current of steam, is a yellow- 
ish liquid, when freshly prepared (sp. 
gr. 0°911 at 15 deg.), but becomes brown 
on standing. It has a pungent smell 
anda hot, peppery and slighily bitter 
taste. Lt is a dextrorotatory, and has 
an acid reaction. When distilled, it be- 
gins to boil at 185 deg., but the temper- 
ature rapidly rises to 200 deg., and re— 
mains constant between 215 to 220 deg., 
a resinous mass being left in the retort. 

By repeatedly fractioning the oil 
which passes over at 185-190 deg., a 
portion is obtuined, boiling between 
160-162 deg., consisting principally of 
a terpene. , 

The fraction boiling at 215-220 deg. 
yields no portion having a constant boil- 
ing point, nor does it deposit crystals 
when cooled to — 25 deg. Its vapor 
density and analysis correspond with 
either laurel camphor or borneol. When 
distilled with phosphoric anhydride, it 
yields a mixture of cymene and terpene 
(b. p. 160-170 deg.). When treated with 
acetic anhydride, it forms a compound 
(b. p. 280-235 deg.), which with alco- 
holic potash yields terpene and potassic 
acetate. Chromic mixture oxidizes it 
with the formation of acetic and formic 
acids and laurel camphor. 

Oil of marjoram is therefore composed 
of a dextrorotatory hydrocarbon, 5 per 
cent; a mixture of dextrorotatory cam- 
phor and borneol, 85 per cent.; resin, 
10 per cent. 

Oil of lavender when freshly prepared 
is a colorless liquid, which becomes 
yellow on standing; it smells of laven- 
der, and its taste is hot, camphorous 
and slightly bitter. It is levorotatory, 
has an acid reaetion, and sp. gr. 0°875 
at 15°, It begins to boil at.185°, the 
temperature quickly rises to0:190°, and 
the greater portion distils over between 











195-215°. The first portion of the 
distillate consists of a mixture of 
acetic and formic acids, but cone 
tains no valeric acid. By repeated 
fractionation, a levorotatory terpene 
(b. p. 162°) is separated, capable of 
forming a crystalline hydrochloride. 
The essence also contains a mixture of 
camphor and borneol; this mixture 
forms an acetate (b. p. 230°), which is 
decomposed by potash, yielding a ter- 
pene and potassium acetate. When it 
is distilled with phosphoric anhydride, 
& hydrocarbon is obtained, consisting 
for the most part of terpene, and con- 
taining also some cymene. Essence of 
lavender consists of terpene, 25; bor- 
neol (45) and camphor (1-5), 65; resin, 
10 per cent. 

Oil of Spike.—This oil, obtained from 
Lavandula spica latifolia, is a colorless 
liquid, which in time thickens and dark- 
ensin color. Tt has an acid reaction, 
and sp. gr. 0'9081 at 15°. Its odor re- 
sembles that of lavender. Its composi- 
tion is almost identical with that of es- 
sence of lavender, but, as it contains 
more hydrocarbon, it begins to boil at 
170-175°. Itislevorotatory. Its com- 
position is as follows: Terpene, 35; bor- 
neol and camphor, 55; resin, 10 per cent. 
Jour, Chem: Soc. 


PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 
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Elixirs. 

One of the prominent manufacturing 
pharmacists comes out with the follow- 
ing opinion and prophecy in the form 
of a preface to his price list of elixirs: 
“The great and increasing demand for 
elixirs proves, conclusively, the high ap- 
preciation in which they are held by tre 
medical profession, and that they are 
recognized as the best mode of admin- 
istering a large class of naseous reme- 
dies. We confidently believe that the 
time is approaching when they will be 
placed in the U. 8. Pharmacopia as a 
distinct class of pharmaceutical produc- 
tions.” In some points we agree with 
bim, but allowance must be made for 
the advertising caracter of the para- 
graph. Asa matter of convenience to 
the physician, the introduotion of elixirs 
has been no doubt a great saving of 
labor and time. By examination he can 
find, in any of the standard pharma- 
ceutical catalogues, almost any com— 
bination of remedies that he 
would prescribe in ordinary practice. 
The ingredients are so combinei with 
aromatics as to pleasantly disguise the 
offensive ones, without in any way inter- 
fering with their usefalness as remedial 
agents. In order to reach perfection in 
this live much greater skill in applied 
chemistry is required than the average 
physician possesses, so that a good elix- 
ir is a better preparation than could be 
mude extemporaneously from his pre- 
scription. ‘lhe plan of advertising, 
adopted by the manufacturers of this 
class of preparations, is to send a sample 
of the article, accompanied by appro- 
priate printed matter, to each physician 
in the United States. This affords them 
all an opportunity of making a practical 
test, and the merits and demerits of each 
elixir can be readily determined. To 
the above reasons, together with the 
favorable results of some of the tests, is 
due in a great measure the increasing 
popularity of these already favorite me- 
dicines. The agreeable manner in which 
they are gotten up, making as they do 
a pleasant and palatable corcial out of a 
nauseous and intensely disagreeable 
dose of medicine, has gone far to pro- 
duce this result, The consumers them- 
selves buy more on their own responsa- 
bility than through the advice of physi- 
cians. As far as we are able to judge 
there is no prospect in the near future 


of theix being incorporated among the 
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officinal preparations in the United 
States as a ‘“‘separate and distinct 
class.” 

As yet the elixir is a vomparatively 
new article in general pharmecy, at least 
in this country. The French chemists 
claim to have been the first to make 
these preparations under the head of 
what they call ‘‘olegant pharmacy,” but 
the largest number have been originated 
by one or two pharmacists in New York 
and Philadelphia. Ov the standard lists 
may be found upwards of a hundred or 
more different elixirs, comprising com- 
binations of all sorts of chemicals and 
drugs in a great variety of proportions. 

Great skill in the manipulation as 
well as a thorough knowledge of chem- 
istry as applied to pharmacy is a.neces- 
sary qualification for the successful 
mavufacture of elixirs. A druggist may 
possess whole folios of formulm, but 
whether they are good or bad they are 
not worth the paper they are written on 
to him, unless he has these qualifica- 
tions. Presuming that some of our 
readers possess the required skill and 
knowledge, we will give the formula 
universally used {for making a simple 
elixir: 

Spirit of orange... .¢ fluid oz. 
Stronger alcohol...4 fluid ozs. 


Cinnamon water.. P 
Simple syrap..... } aa 6 fluid ozs, 


Mix and filter through paper pulp. 
If necessary a small quantity of carb 
magnesia may be added to the paper in 
order to make a clear solution.. This 
may be usad asa vehicle fora great, 
many combinations, but for some it will 
be found necessary to change the pro- 
portions of alcohol, syrup, etc. The 
flavoring and color are generally of {no 
special importance and can be fixed ac- 
cording to the judgment of the chemist, 
but some flavors will be found to dis- 
guise the taste of certain remedies bet 
ter than the orange and cinnamon while 
in others something simpler still will be 
found sufficient, as, for example, Elixir 
of bismuth: 


Ammon. cit. bismuth ...256 grains.

We cannot obtain 
the exact number of gal’ons of the va- 
rious and sundry elixirs that are made 
during the year, but one of the largest 
manufacturers in this line, claims to 
sell from 50 to 150 gallons per month of 
the principal ones. 





Citrate of Caffein as an Antidote for 
pium Poisoning. 
In the summer of 1875 a drug clerk in 


a West Philadelphia siore took by mis- 
take a grain and a half of sulpi- mor- 
phia. The mistake was not noticed for 
about half an hour after, whenShe be- 
gan to feel drowsy, and examining tbe 


bottle from which he had taken the 
dose, he was partially waked up by 
reading morph. sulph on the Jabel. An 


emetic of salt and water emptied the 
stomach, but the drowsiness increased 
and other symptoms of opium poison. 
ing began to appear. Through fear of 
exposing his carelessness he said noth- 
ing to any one about it, but immediate- 
ly took a large dose of citrate of caffein, 
arguing that if strong coffe was an an- 
tidote, the active principle of coffee 
would produce the same effect. The 
result proved this idea to be correct,as 
the symptoms gradually dinivished, 
and asecond dose restored him to his 
normal condition of health. We have 
this upon the authority of the young 
man himself, and we believe it is the 
first publication of sucha case. The 
remedy isasimple one, and we advise 
our readers to make a note of it. About 
6 grs. of cit. caffein were taken in two 
doses with a short interval!between’ 


Court Plaster. 
Soak isinglass in a little warm water 


for seventy-four hours, then evaporate 
nearly all the water by gentle heat; dis- 
solve the residue in a little dilute alco- 
hol, and strain the whole through a 
piece of open linen. The strained mass 
should be a stiff jelly when cold. Now 
stretch a piece of silk or sarsenet on a 
wooden frame, and fix it tight with 
tacks or pack thread. Melt the jelly, 
and apply it to the silk thiuly and even 
ly with a badger hair brush. A second 
coating must be applied when the first 
has dried. When both jare dry, apply 
over the whole surface two or three 
coatings of balsam of Peru. Plaster 
thus made is very pliable and never 
breaks, 





Internal Use of Tar. 

In a July number ot the Berlio 
Klin Wochenschrift there isa report 
of some experiments made with tar 
with a view of ascertaining its thera- 
peutic valve in the different forms in 
which it is usually given. Vrof. Kec- 
lam, of Leipsic, periormed the experi- 
ments and is the author of the report. 
He says that when administered in 
the form of pills or capsules, he ob- 
tained better results than from tar 
water. The urine of a patientjtaking 
doses of tardoes not decompose for 
five or six days, instead of in 24 hours, 
as is usual under other circumstances. 
This effect the professor noticed in 
every case. He gives the general in- 
dications of tar as a chronic§catarrhal 
inflammation of the mucous passages 
of the respiratory or urinary tract, 
such as bronchitis, vesieal catarrh, 
gleet, etc. 





The Am, Jour. of Phar. for February 
publishes an interesting paper entitled 
* The Apothecary’s Apprentice 50 
Years Ago,” by Robert Suocemaker 
We quote the following, which may 
be of interest to some of our readers: 
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fluid extracts,

future, when these doses were pre- 
scribed. Infusions were much in 
vogue. larger pills and greater doses 
were swallowed in those days. Allow

To make Oil of Spike, Useful in 
Horse Linaments, &c.:—Spirits of tur- 
pentine, 1-2 gallon; sulphuric acid, 4 
ounces; Barbadoes tar, 2 pounds; whale 
oil, 1 gallon; oil criganum, 4 ounces; 
oil of janiper wood, 2 ounces. Add the 
acid to the turpentine grodually, stirring 

all the time. When thoroughly united, 
add the other ingredients. Set aside 
for a few days. 

For Tasteless incture Chloride Iron. 

Nelson gives this formula:—

CizanmG Powper For WINEs, 
Liquors, Vinzcar, &0.—The Chemiker 
Zeitung quotes from ‘‘Dassori” a formu- 
la for fining wines and decolorizing 
most fluids, which that authority de- 
clares to far surpass animal charcoal, 
and to contain no injurious property. It 
is made of albumen, 3 lbs; neutral tar- 
trate of potash, 45 oz; alum, }¢ Ib; 

Tho pow- 
der must not be added direct to the 
liquid to be cleared, but must first be 
mixed with cold water. About 20 grains 
of this powder are said to be sufficient 
for clearing a gallon of fluid. 


TRANSPARENT GLYCERINE JELLY.— 


Dissolve 1 on. transparent coap in 4 oz. 
of water and 4 oz. of glycerine with the 
aid of heat. While stil! warm add 20 
oz, of glycerine; when cold perfume to 
taste. It is pale amber in color. 


QUANTITATIVE DETERMINATION OF Fats 
anp Resins in CEMENTS AND LuBRI- 
OANTS.—The mixture is heated upon the 
water-bath with a sufficient quantity of 
soda lye and alcohol until thoroughly sa- 
povified. The alcohel is expelled by 
heat, the residue taken up ig water, and 
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decomposed with hydrochloric acid. 
When heated on the water-bath the fatty 
acids, which have been liberated, and 
the resins collect together, and of'er 
cooling may be separated from the! quid 
washed with cold water, covered with 
several vols. of water, and heated to 50° 
or 60° with the gradual addition of sodic 
bicarbonate in small portions. A soap 
is thus formed from the fatty acids and 
dissolves, whilst the resin floats in the 
liquid or is deposited on the sides of the 
vessel, and may be separated by filtra- 
tion’ The fatty acids in the solution of 


soap are determined in the usual man- 
ner.— Pharm.

Linseed oil has not changed since the 
date of last writing. That from American 
seed is still to be had at 82@83c, but the 
inside price is an exception, most of the 
crushers asking 83c for the lots moving. 
The demand has fallen off during the last 
week or ten days, but there is still a good 
deal more doing than is usual at this season 
of the year. Oil from Calcutta seed is quo- 
ted 84@85c, but there is not much selling, 
owing to the limited stock. The Western 
Association is not offering oil in this mar- 
ket at present, and the last lots offered 
have been sold since our last. One, a par- 
cel of 100 bbls, was sold on Friday at 80c, 
and the other lot, 50 bbls, was sold to-day 
ex dock, at the same price. There has 
been some movement in English made oil, 
and asale of 20 cksis reported at 8lc. 
Smaller _lots have brought 85c. 

In our last paper, owing to the com- 
bined carelessness of compositor and proof- 
reader, we were made to represent the mar- 
ket at 20c lower than the actual price. 

Manufactured whale and sperm oils are 
not moving except ina retail way at full 
prices, Sperm is quoted $1 15@I1 18 for 
natural, and $1 20@1 23 for bleached 
winter; and whale at 60c for natural, 62!¢c 
for bleached and 65c for extra bleached 
winter. Since our last 2000 bbls crude 
Arctic whale oil has been received; 650 bbls 
of this have been sold for manufacture on 
private terms, and the remainder was 
shipped to New Bedford. There has also 
been a sale of 200 bbls crude sperm, a re- 
cent arrival, for export, on private terms. 


Mustard seed oil is somewhat higher, 
dealers now quoting 60@65c for small lots. 
In a round way there is nothing doing, ow- 
ing to am absence of supplies. There is 
only a small demand for lots from second 
hands. 

Rapeseed oil is not moving, but prices 
are firm under light stocks. We quote 
English 95c@$1, and American 75@85c, as 
to quantity. 

Lard oil has not materially altered in 
price since our last. The efforts of outside 
holders, together with a fluctuating market 
for lard, has had a depressing influence on 
prices, and any tendency to advance has 
been checked. The demand is still of a 
jobbing nature, and second hands get most 
of the trade, Pressers’ prices are 62@63e, 
as to brand, but there are lots on the mar- 
ket to be had ata shade less. In the off- 
grades there has been no movement, and 
prices are nominally unchanged. We 
quote No. 1 of sweet odor and good color, 
56@57c ; extra No. 1, 59@S50c, and No. 2, 
50@53e. 

Crude cottonseed oil is dull, and refiners 
will buy only at reduced prices. There 
are no prime lots offering, and refiners will 
not make bids to arrive; probably 38c 
could be obtained. There isan over sup- 
ply of grades a little off from prime, such 
as will make only a fair quality of refined. 
There were sales of this grade of about 100 
bbls at 33c, and smaller lots at 35c, with 
further lots to be had from first hands at 
33c, with no bids. 

Refined has been very dull the past week 
and different southern points have solicited 
bids, but as faras we can learn no sales 
have been effected. In New Orleans the 
market is reported dull and nominal at 48c 
without sales. At the ‘Call’ here the 
prices are such as hardly indicate any- 
thing, not a single transaction having been 
reported during the week. The tone has 
been weak and the tendency downward, 

with 45c the only bid to-day for any month 
or halfyear. There is said to be a short 
interest here of some 200 bbls March at 61c 
and 400 bbls half year at 50c. Exporters 
still say they have no orders,and cannot get 
bids. The jobbingdemand is slow and mostly 
of low grades at 48@49c; prime is jobbing 
at 50c.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TuESDAY EvE., Feb 17, 1880. 

The market for crude has ruled weaker 
since our last report, though there have 
been large speculative operationsand a 
rather persistent effort on the part of the 
“bull” interest to maintain the figures. A 
depressing feature of the market has been 
the reports of a settlement of the cases 








against the Standard and the Fennsylvania } 


Railroad, which is expected to result in an 
advanced freight rate on oil from the re- 
gions tothe seaboard by March Ist. As 
stated in our last it is expected that the new 


rate will be 80c or $1, though 
it is not positively decided upon 
so far as the public oan learn. The 


press dispatches up to this morning 
have indicated the strong probability of 
this settlement being effected, and from 


private advices which we have re- 
ceived to-day we feel at liberty to 
state that it is now accomplished. 


The exact basis of the settlement is not 
known, but the chief gainer by it is the 
Tidewater Pipe Line and its connecting 
railways. The Tidewater people have been 
laboring for a long time to bring about this 
agreement. By using their influence in 
this way they could come in fora share in 
the settlement, while if the cases went to 
trial, whichever way they were decided, 
the pipe line would be no better off than they 
have been heretofore.. Their only chance 
to gain anything, therefore, was by the use 
of their position as an element in effecting 
a compromise between the production and 
the indicted Standard and railway officials. 
This has been accomplished, and the 
Tidewater Co is understood to have come 
in for a sixth of the transportation 
to the seaboard. As soon as the 
agreement is signed, an advanced rate 
will undoubtedly be made, and the first 
effect of this will naturally be to depress 
the price of crude in the regions, and ad- 
vance prices here, the increased cost of 
transportation being divided between the 
two points. There was a steady market 
for crude certificates, at about $1 08, up to 
Friday, when the market broke to 
$105 at the close. On Saturday 
there was a further decline followed by a 
little stronger tone yesterday, with another 
break to-day, the lowest point touched be- 
ing $102. There will be a strong fight to 
keep the price above $1, but just at the 
moment the ‘‘bears” rather have the best of 
the market. 


Refined oil was dull and depressed just 
following our last, a spot resale being made 
at 75gc, while fresh could have been bought 
at an eighth better. There were offerings 
at 7}c on Thursday for prompt, but 75¢c 
was atiked for late February. The reports 
of a settlement of the discrimination suits 
strengthened the market still further on 
Friday, and 734¢ was freely bid with 8c 
asked, while }gc less would have bought

Dangerous Kerosene. 

The inspector of coal oil at New Orleans, 
in his annual report which throws out come 
valuable hints to the consumers even of oils 
of the safest flashing tests, and should be 
carefully heeded by those who use or han 
dle oils having a low flashing point. He 
says: ‘ Having had of late fraquent inquir- 
ies in regard to the safety of the different 
grades of illuminating oils derived wholly, 
or in fart, from coal or petroleum, in use 
in this city, and fromthe frequent and 
terrible accidents lately caused by the use 
of these dangerous oils and fluids, I am 
satisfied that a majority of the consumers 
of oilsand fiuids are not aware of their 
dangerous qualities. For the purpose of 
informing the ignorani, and perhaps there- 
by save some valuable lives, I will givea 
description of the oils and fluids sold in 
this city. The oils which attain the stand- 
ard of safety (125deg. F. flashing point) 
under the present law, are known by 
such commercial names as ‘“Inurance, 
“Security,” ‘‘Safety,” ‘Fire Proof,” ‘Cen- 
tennial,” and ‘‘Headlight.” All these oils 
have a flashing point of from 125 deg. F. to 
160 deg. F. and an ignighting point of from 
150 deg. F. to 185 deg. F. Among the 
hundreds of accidents which I have invest- 
igated I have never found one of this class, 
and therefore can recommend as safe for 
illuminating purposes. The following ex- 
plosive and dangerous oils and fluids which 
comprise two-thirds of the whole quantity 
consumed in this city, are ‘‘carbon oil,” 
with a flashing point of from 65 deg. F. to 
80 deg. F., and an ignighting point of from 
75 deg. F, to 95 deg. F. Next comes 
“Naphtha;” this fluid is the most explosive 
and dangerous of any of the products of 
petroleum that are burned in lamps, caus- 
ing fully three-quarters of the accidents 
that occur. Itis extensively sold under 
the name of “Septoline;” this fluid flashes 
and ignights at from 6 deg. F. to8 deg, 
F., and is liable to explode at any moment. 
Lastly comes ‘‘Gasoline,” which flashes and 
ignites at about 0 deg. Fahr. This fluid is 
extensively used in sugar houses and in 
many establishments in this city in metal- 
lic apparatuses, and when so used is com- 
paratively safe. I have ascertained thata 
great many of the retail dealers in this city 
are in the habit of selling low grades of 
carbon oil and naphtha for the better qual- 
ities of oils. I would recommend that par 
ties purchasing oil from corner groceries 
test the oil before using the same, which 
they can do in the following simple man- 
ner: Take an inverted cup or saucer; povr 
on it a teaspoonful of oil; pass a lighted 
match or taper across the surface of the oil; 
if it flashes or ignites it is dangerous. To 
those who will persist in burning oils and 
fiuids known to be dangerous I would re- 
commend them to take the following pre- 
cautions: Filland trim your lamp daily. 
Never attempt to fill a lighted lamp. Burn 
your lamp with the wick turned up full— 
never turn down the wick and burn asa 
taper, for when so burned the gas, instead 
of being burned with the oil, collects and 
causes your lamp to explode. Use burners 
which are considerably elevated above the 
body of the lamp. And if you are deter- 
mined to light your fires with coal oil, first 
ascertain if there are any live coals in the 
grate or fireplace. After you have poured 
on the oil set your oil can in the next room, 
put your ‘trust in the Lord and touch her 
off. By observing these rules you may be 


lucky enough to escape an accident.

On green seal the 
prices are 934c on 50 bbl lots, 10¢ on 10 bbl 
lots, and 1014¢ on less quantities. In oil 
the quotations are 1014¢ for red seal in 
drums, and 103{c in cans, and 12'%e for 
green seal in drums, and 123{c in cans, 
Terms 30 day, net cash. The demand is 
fair but not for large quantities. 

Chalk has continued active and higher 
prices have been obtained. Further sales 
have been made to arrive, aggregating 1000 
tons at 240. The market, closes very firm 
with an upward tendency. 

Whiting has had a large demand during 
the week just closed. The scarcity of 
stock to supply the immediate wants of the 
trade continues and whatever  of- 
fers is immediately absorbed. Prices are 
very firm, though we hear of occasional 
sales at a shade below the 
prices. These are mostly of small lots, and 
are made by parties having contracts at 
lower figures. The transactions that have 
come within our knowledge are a contract 
for 1000 bbls commercial, February and 
March delivery, at 60c, one of 2000 bbls 
commercial, for March, April and May, at 
60c, and 600 bbls gilders’, delivery this 
month, at 80c. 

Paris white sells slowly for prompt de- 
livery, and there is not much interest taken 
in futures. Some sales have been made, 
but they were mostly of 10 to 20 ton lots, 
aggregating 250 tons at $1 25@1 40. The 
largest transaction was a lot of 100 tons for 
delivery February and March at $1 25. 
The quotation for contract lots is $1 25@ 
1 30, and smaller quantities bring $1 35@ 
1 45, according to size of order. Of Amer- 
ican we note a sale of 10 tons at 90c, and 20 
tons at $1. 

Barytes is scarce in first hands but we 
hear it rumored that dealers have made 
sales of prime white as low as $25. The 
demand is not active and prices are merely 
nominal. We quote for small lots $26@ 
27 50 for prime white $14@16 for off color- 
ed $30@35 for floated as to brand and 
quality and $20@2250 for off colored 
float. We hear of sales of 25 tons floated 
at $35 and 10 tons off colored floated at 
$22 50. 

English China clay has arrived more 
freely and there is nowa large stock on 
hand. It is not excessive, however, in 
view of the fact that no further large arri- 
vals are expected within four weeks, and 
as the demand continues very active, prices 
have not been depressed. The arrival of 
500 cks per ‘‘Maury” was mostly sold and 
reported previously and the remainder has 
been stored. The sales reported were 50 
tons superfine at $20 and 75 tons medium 
at $17 75 both to arrive. From store there 
have been sales of 25 tons superfine at 
$2150 and 40 tons medium at $18@18 50. 
The market for domestic remains steady 
under a fair demand. We have sales to 
report 50 cks white southern at $12 and 
100 cks Brandon at $10 at the works. 

Terra alba is firmer and prices havea 
tendency to advance. Advices from abroad 
indicate a short supply for some time to 
come, giving asa reason severe and pro- 
tracted stormy weather in beth England 
and France, which has hindered the 
running of the mills. In_ view 
of this, and the fact that the stock on spot

TUESDAY Evk., Feb, 17, 1880. 

The week just closed has not been such 
an active one for the sale of paints and 
colors, though the amount of business 
transacted has been far in excess of that 
usually done at this season of the year. 
The stormy weather has stopped outside 
orders ina measure, and in the city there 
has not been so large an amount of goods 
moving. Nevertheless the prospects are 
very encouraging, and with more settled 
weather the return of activity is looked for. 
In the meantime there have been no de- 
preciation of values, but the firm tone still 
prevails. The outlook on varnish gums is 
very favorable to higher prices, and with 
a constantly increasing demand for var- 
nishes, there are prospects of a further ad- 
vance. Shellacs favor the buyer in price, 
the lower markets abroad having a de- 
pressing influence here. There is a very 
large demand noticeable for pulp colors, on 
account of the increase in the use of wall 
paper. In oil colors there is a good busi- 
ness being done, with prices tending up- 
ward. In staple articles there is no change 
to note, if we except those made in 
the price of French zinc on the 12th inst. 
This was more a rearrangement and 
regulation of prices than a further advance 
and the difference in price, between Ant- 
werp and Paris is now not so great as 
heretofore. “American zinc seems to be 
firmer and there is less talk of outside 
sellers. Quicksilver and American vermil- 
ions are steady and seem to have an ad- 
vancing tendency. There is still a scarcity 
of stock of all kinds of paints and colors, 
and manufacturers are obliged, even at 
this early date, to keep their factories run- 
ning over time in order to fill their orders 
and on some goods they are far behind. 


The following will show the total im- 
ports of paints#*for week ending Feb. 16:

White lead sells to a moderate extent at 
the association rates but there is no dispo- 
sition to lay in stock. There is nothing 
now offering by outsiders that we hear of, 
the lots referre1 to in our last having been 
withdrawn from the market. The associa- 
tion prices are 814c for lots of 500 Ibs dry, 
or over, and 834c for less than 500 Ibs; the 
quotations for lead in oil,are 9c for 500 lbs, 
or over, and 9!gc in smaller quanties. 
English lead is to be had at about 9c but 
there is not much demand at the moment 
and the sales making are mostly of retail 
quantities. 

American oxide of zine is firmer and 
there is now more uniformity in prices. 
Three of the manufacturers quote 6c for 
the best grades and the other quotes 53{c.

The constant advance in Europe is being 
felt on this side, which with the difficulty 
of obtaining the proper assortments tends 
to strengthen figures. A change may be 
made again before long which will be in 
the way of a smaller discount. Quoted at 40 
and 10 per cent for single 16x24. above that 
size 50 per cent, and 60 per cent on double. 

Plate glass—The late failure of one large 
firm and closing on account of a strike of 
another, is giving avery strong feeling. 
Orders are received for much larger quan- 
tities than can be filled, and no contracts 
are taken for future delivery. It is report- 
ed that an advance is likely to occur. 


Pulp colors are in large demand, in- 
creased by the greater use of wall paper 
for house decorations. There has been an 
advance during the last 60 days of 10@20 
per cent on certain colors, caused by in- 
crease in value of raw material. On colors 
made from earth paints no advance is 
noted. The greater demand is for black 
and yellow, as neutral tints and olive 
greens now predominate. It is impossible 


with a violent crackling and movement of 
the mass and evolution of light ard heat. 

The product is a blackish red, and after 
being powdered and mixed with a small 

quantity of sulphur, is put into glass flasks, 

loosely closed with a charcoal stopper. 

These flasks, filled to only about one-half 
their capacity, are partially buried in a 
sand bath and kept at ared heat for several 
hours. The excess of sulphur passes off 
through the stopper, while the vermilion or 
cinnabar is sublimed and condensed in the 
upper part of the flask, leaving the impuri- 
ties. Itis again powdered, then ground in 
water as finely as possible, the beauty of 
the color depending very much on this 
operation, and after this it is dried and is 
then 1eady for the market. In Austria it is 
made by a somewhat different process. The 
mercury and powdered sulphur are placed 
in acask, which being made to revolve, 
causes a thorough mixture of the two, pro- 
ducing, after a few hours, a brown powder. 
This is heated and sublimed in cast iron

Commervial Value of Sulphuric Actd, 


A querist addresses the following to the 
Manufacturer and Builder; “I have of- 
fered me three lots of sulphuric acid; one 
lot of 66 deg. B. at 1143c per pound, another 
of 60 deg. at 114c, and a third of 50 deg. at 
le. Ihave been told I would get more 
acid for the money by buying the 66 deg. 
acid at the higher price. Will you kindly 
enlighten me?” To this our contemporary 
replies by confirming the statement that 
the 66 deg, acid is the cheapest, the proof 
of wnich is to be found in the explanation 
given below: The oil of vitriol of com- 
merce contains more or less water, a fact 
which is determined by taking its specific 
gravity with the hydrometer. The heavier 
the liquid the greater is the percentage of 
anhydrous (dry) sulphuric acid it contains; 
and vice versa, the lighter it is—that is, 
the more nearly it approaches to the spe- 
cific gravity of. water, the less sulphuric acid 
does itcontain. Elaborate tables have been 
calculated by several authorities giving the 
percentage of anhydrous sulphuric acid in 
100 parts of sulphuric acid at different den- 
sities, which are designed to meet just such 
cases as yours. These tables will be found 
in Dr. Ure’s *‘Dictionary of Manufactures,” 
and in almost any complete work on 
technical and general chemistry. 
question you ask will be answered by the 
following simple calculations: From Dr. 
Ure’s tables above referred to, sulphuric 
acid of 66 deg. B. contains 81.54 per cent of 
dry acid; 60 deg. acid contains 65.33 per 
cent; and 50 deg. acid, 50.5 per cent. In 
other words, 

100 lbs 50 deg. acid, costing $1, would con- 
tain 50.5 Ibs. dry acid. 
100 Ibs. 60 deg. acid, costing $1.25, would 

contain 65.33 lbs. dry acid. . 

100 lbs. 60 deg. acid, costing $1.50, would 

contain 81.54 lbs. dry acid. 
From this showing it is easy to calculate 
how many pounds of each of the acid sam- 
ples you would haveto buy to get 100 
pounds of dry acid, and the relative cost in 
each case would determine the question of 
economy. Thus, to get 100 pounds dry 
acid with the 50 deg. sample, you : would 
have to buy 198 pounds,

In the same manner, to get 100 pounds dry 
acid with the 60 deg. sample, you would 
have to buy 153.16 pounds; and of the 66 
deg. sample, 122.63 pounds. By introduc- 
ing the element of cost in the three cases, 
finally the question is settled. Thus: 

198 lbs 50 deg. acid at 1 cent, costs $1 98. 

153.16 lbs 60 deg. acid at 114 cents, costs 
$1 91. 

122.63 Ibs 66 deg. acid at 114 cents, costs

From which it appears that the 66 deg. acid 
at 116 cents is cheapest; the 60 deg. acid at 
114 cents comes next, while the 50 deg, 
acid at 1 cent is the dearest.

This is subsequently scraped 
off and is known in commerce as ‘“‘churrus.” 


As employed medicinally it relieves 


spasms and soothes pain without producing 
either constipation or loss of appetite. It 
is said also to be valuable for contracting 
the uterus. When given in large doses it 
causes a peculiar kind of intoxication, 
which in some cases is attended with sooth- 
ing and agreeable reverie, delerious hallu- 
cinations and exhilarating effects. Occa- 
sionally it makes its votary quarrelsome 
and violent. Sometimes it produces a con- 
dition similar to catelepsy, which gave rise 
to the name of “‘three day poison” spoken 
of in the Arabian Nights. In ‘‘The Count 
of Monte Christo” it is mentioned and some 
interesting accounts of its action in this 
direction are given. The after effect isa 
drowsy stupor, with a disposition to sleep. 
A continuation of its use impairs the intel- 
lectual faculties and ultimately results in 
insanity, and sometimes death. In the re- 
gions where it is extensively cultivated in 
India the natives are more or less addicted 
to the habit of using it for its intoxicating 
effect. It is smoked like tobacco and often 
mixed and smoked with it. A sort of de- 
coction is also used as a drink for the same 
purpose. Arabians and Hindoos, according 
to authorities on the subject, are much 
more susceptible to its effects than northern 
Europeans or Americans.
